Dear Diana, 

I just had the pleasure of reading your wonderful newsletter. I thought I would share a "scam 
experience" I received several years ago, here at my Cranbury Station Galleries. I also received a very 
flattering email request for a bulk order of my limited edition prints. They claimed to be an art gallery 
in England where they were just sure my art would "be a huge success". I sent them back a proposal 
and they accepted. I requested a credit card before I shipped anything. The credit card was declined. 
They apologized and gave me a new credit card...also declined. By now, I knew it was a scam, but 
could not figure out the angle. I contacted the Princeton Police Dept. and they were familiar with the 
scam. The scammers were sending me numbers...hoping one of the credit cards would be accepted. 
They would then know they had a "live" credit card number. By the time the innocent person received 
the billing on their credit card for my art, the thieves could have already charged a fortune on the card. 
It is unbelievable how dishonest some people can be. Hope this info is useful to your group.
